of land and a two-story frame house were donated by Father

Power, beginning the process; and

WHEREAS, When the first 7 sisters arrived in Novenber of
1903, they were practically without funds, and only a few of
them spoke Engl i sh; t he little hospital was nearly
unfurni shed and contained only a five-bed ward and one
private room the building was illum nated by kerosene | anps

and heated with coal stoves; and

VWHEREAS, Today, St. Margaret's has Community Health
Clinics in 14 locations and is continually expanding and
inmproving upon its facilities and services; St. Margaret's
has a nedical staff of nore than 120 physicians, surgeons,
dentists, nurse practitioners, and physician assistants; nore
than 600 nurses, aides, technicians, and various other
enpl oyees account for the rest of the St. Margaret's staff;
